Gold  production  in  Northern  Ontario  during  the  first  six  months 
of  this  year  amounted  to  811,200,000. 

The  attendance  at  the  Caandian  National  Exhibition  at  Toronto 
this  year  was  1,150,000. 

Thirty  thousand  railroad  freight  cars  will  be  available  for  the 
transportation  of  the  Canadian  wheat  crop  this  fall.
